Guard coming to town

Hundreds of soldiers from the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard will be deployed in Chicago dur- 
ing next month’s NATO summit here to help 
move foreign dignitaries around the center of 
the city among other duties, guard officials 
said Tuesday 

Another contingent of guard troops will 
conduct a large-scale domestic response drill 
outside Cook County during the summit 
weekend, ready to provide support in the 
event of any problems in Chicago, said Maj. 
Troy Scott, the deputy director of domestic 
operations for the Illinois National Guard. 

The annual exercise was scheduled for the 
summit window of May 20-21, Scott said, so 
a number of troops would be geared up and 
nearby if they are needed. 

Between 500 and 600 Illinois guardsmen 
will be in Chicago as part of teams moving 
NATO delegations in civilian vehicles be- 
tween venues and performing ceremonial 
tasks related to the meetings, he said. Dozens 
of motorcades are expected to move digni- 
taries between hotels and the lakefront Mc- 
Cormick Place convention center where the 
meetings will take place. 

Guard officials said they were not involved 
in a military exercise this week in Chicago 
that has featured Blackhawk helicopters 
sweeping over the Chicago River downtown. 

The helicopters were taking part in a rou- 
tine training session conducted in cities 
across the country, according to the city’s Of- 
fice of Emergency Management. The training 
is to continue periodically through Thursday 

The maneuvers are “designed to ensure the 
military’s ability to operate in urban environ- 


ments as service members meet mandatory 
training certification requirements and pre- 
pare for upcoming overseas deployments,” ac- 
cording to a statement released by the office. 

Similar helicopter operations received 
widespread news coverage in L.A. in January 
Calls to the Department of Defense went un- 
returned. 

Melissa Stratton, a spokeswoman for the 


Chicago Police Department, said the drill had 
nothing to do with NATO preparedness. 

Just how many protesters may fill Chicago’s 
streets and how much trouble they could 
cause remains unknown, but Mayor Emanuel 
on Tuesday said he has faith police can main- 
tain order. Emanuel likened the event to a na- 
tional political convention. 

“I want you to understand that this is 


normally what Charlotte’s going to do for a 
convention, Tampa’s going to do for a con- 
vention,” the mayor said, referring to the 
Democratic and Republican political conven- 
tions taking place this summer. But that said, 
the mayor conceded security will be para- 
mount with world leaders in town. 

“It’s unique,” he said, “because the whole 
world will be here.” 


Trains to run under McCormick Place for NATO event

In a signal that downtown Chicago won’t be 
placed on a virtual security lockdown during 
the NATO summit next month, trains will 
be permitted to pass through McCormick 
Place, although commuters should expect to 
experience delays, the U.S. Secret Service said 
Tuesday 

The long-awaited decision will affect thou- 
sands of regular commuters as well as NATO 
demonstrators who are likely to ride trains to 


protest sites near McCormick Place, which is 
ground zero for the summit. 

It means that Metra Electric District, 
South Shore Line and Amtrak trains will be 
able to operate normal schedules during the 
meeting of world leaders at the lakefront con- 
vention center on May 20 and 21, a Sunday 
and a Monday The tracks run under McCor- 
mick Place. 

The Canadian National Railway, which or- 
dinarily operates freight trains under McCor- 


mick Place, will use its alternative route in the 
suburbs along the former Elgin, Joliet & East- 
ern Railroad that CN bought three years ago, 
officials said. 

“Our plan presents the best possible solu- 
tion to balancing the need for comprehensive 
security while minimizing delay and intrusion 
on ridership,” Frank Benedetto, special agent 
in charge of the Secret Service’s Chicago field 
office, said in a statement. 

He said rail passengers should expect delays 


as trains approach and pass through the Mc- 
Cormick Place stop. 

He did not say whether the station would 
be open, saying only that more information 
on possible individual station closures will be 
released before the summit. 

The Secret Service still has not announced 
whether Lake Shore Drive and the Stevenson 
Expressway which are just west of McCor- 
mick Place, will be open to traffic during the 
summit.

NATO security details surface

While much of the security planning for the 
NATO summit remains secret, some infor- 
mation about what the protective measures 
will look like has started to trickle out. 

Last week, the U.S. Secret Service pub- 
lished bidding specifications for the work 
of putting up security barriers in the city for 
the May 20-21 summit that will bring lead- 
ers from around the world. 

The Secret Service won’t say where those 
barriers are going, but the specifications 
for the contract suggest the work of erect- 
ing chain-link fences and placing concrete 
barriers will begin May 14, a week before 
the meetings of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

Workers will have to put up 3,600 linear 
feet of “anti-scale” steel fencing, as well as 
17,000 linear feet of concrete barricades. 
The fencing is stored at a federal facility in 
Maryland, while the concrete barriers will 
be supplied by local governments. 

The specifications also call for 16 -foot- 
wide “portable vehicle barriers” capable of 
stopping a 15,0 00 -pound vehicle traveling 
at 30 mph. 

Secret Service officials have declined 
to say how large their security perimeter 
around the McCormick Place meeting site 


will be, but much of the disruption to city 
life is expected to be caused by transporta- 
tion between the convention center and 
downtown hotels. With more than 50 heads 
of state and their delegations — some num- 
bering in the hundreds — attending the sum- 
mit, most of the top-quality hotels in the 
Loop, River North and Gold Coast areas 
will be booked by foreign leaders and tightly 
guarded by the Secret Service. 

With dozens of heavily guarded motor- 
cades moving back and forth from those ho- 
tels to the convention center multiple times 
a day security planners acknowledge there 
will be frequent street closings. 

Planning for that aspect of the weekend 
has been a challenge because each govern- 
ment has been allowed to book its own 
lodging, said Lori Healey executive director 
of the Chicago NATO Host Committee. 

As attention on security intensifies, the 
city announced Monday that a “routine 
military training exercise” will be under 
way in and around Chicago through Thurs- 
day to help personnel preparing for over- 
seas deployment learn to “operate in urban 
environments.” 

A city spokeswoman said the training is 
done around the country and is not related 
to the NATO meeting.

World leaders will come to Chicago to discuss 
the future of the conflict in Afghanistan 


Leaders of North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization member states will 
come to Chicago on May 20 and 
21 for a major summit to discuss 
the future of Afghanistan. NATO 
is a 28-member alliance of North 
American and European democra- 
cies that work together on security 
and defense issues. NATO leads the 
mission in Afghanistan and the al- 
lies developed a plan at the 2010 
summit in Lisbon to hand over all 
security operations in the country 
to Afghan forces by the end of 2014. 
The Chicago summit will not fea- 
ture the gathering of the G-8 lead- 
ers as was originally planned. The 
economic gathering was moved to 
Camp David, the White House said, 
for a smaller setting. Even without 
the G-8, 50 delegations are expect- 
ed to be in Chicago, so the impact 
on the city remains significant. More 
on the key players and organization:

Barack Obama 

The President remains 
committed to handing over 
security operations to the 
Afghans and withdraw- 
ing U.S. combat forces by 
the end of 2014. Following 
the surge of troops into 
Afghanistan, there were 
almost 100,000 American 
service personnel deployed 
in the country, but that num- 
ber is gradually being cut 
and is expected to drop to 
68,000 by this fall. 


Angela Merkel 

Visiting Afghanistan in 
March, the German chancel- 
lor questioned whether the 
2014 NATO deadline could 
be met. The mission in 
Afghanistan is not popular 
in Germany and the military 
has started withdrawing 
some of its troops. 


David Cameron 

During a state visit to 
America in mid-March, the 
British prime minister reaf- 
firmed his support for the 
2014 exit from Afghanistan. 
Cameron resisted pres- 
sure to pull out sooner after 
two British soldiers were 
shot by an Afghan soldier 
later in the month. Britain’s 
military force is the second 
largest NATO contingent in 
Afghanistan. 


Nicolas Sarkozy 

The French president has 
said he supports a with- 
drawal of foreign troops 
from Afghanistan by 2013, 
a year earlier than the 
American plan. Sarkozy 
might not make it to the 
conference, as he faces a 
tough election that will be 
wrapped up by early May. 
Sarkozy’s opponent has said 
he will pull out France’s sol- 
diers by the end of this year 
if he wins. 


Hamid Karzai 

While Afghanistan is not a 
NATO member, Karzai will 
attend the Chicago summit. 
He has said he supports 
the withdrawal plan. But at 
a NATO news conference 
in April, Karzai pondered 
whether to hold elections 
in 2013, rather than the fol- 
lowing year, to smooth the 
transition of power. Karzai is 
barred by the constitution 
from running again.

Each member country is represented by a civil- 
ian delegate and a military delegate and both 
are supported by a staff of advisors. Delegates 
act on instructions from his or her capital.

Bucktown nightmare continues for woman

Her world — once 
filled with possibil- 
ity— has shrunk to the 
size of her parents’ liv- 
ing room, where, in 
the afternoons, she 
sits in a chair by the 
window. 

On a good day, she might point to what 
she wants or offer her parents a smile* But 
she cannot speak, dress herself or go to the 
bathroom without assistance. And so there 
are days when, her father says, “she just cries,” 

Then, her parents cradle her and whisper; 
“You’re OK. You’re OK.” 

Natasha McShane is back home in North- 
ern Ireland. She is sate and protected and 
doted on by her loving parents. But she is not 
OK. 

'Hie past year has offered no respite from 
the surgeries and struggles that have plagued 
her since a brutal mugging in Bucktown, 
which occurred two years ago this Monday 

“You think she is going to get better, but it 
actually gets worse,” said McShane’s father, 
Liam, speaking by phone from the family’s 
house in Silver bridge, County Armagh, and 
describing what his daughter’s life is like now. 
“You think, 'In six months she’ll be doing this 
or be doing that.’ But the months pass and 
there is no progress.’* 

'Iwo years ago, Natasha McShane was an 


exuberant 23-year-old exchange student, 
working on her master’s degree and out for a 
night to celebrate an internship that would al- 
low her to extend her stay in Chicago* 

She and a friend, Stacyjurich, were walking 
home from a bar at 3:30 a*m* in the 1800 block 


of North Damen Avenue when, according to 
police, they were struck from behind by a bat- 
wielding mugger, 

McShane, who stands less than 5 feet tall, 
took the brunt of the beating and was left bleed- 
ing and unconscious on the sidewalk. I lospital- 


The latest in the case 

In Chicago, police arrested Heriberto 
Viramontes, 33, a reputed gang member, 
who, according to prosecutors, had seen the 
two women as “easy targets.” Marcy Cruz, 

27. had driven him to the area, waited in a 
van and smoked a marijuana-stuffed cigar 
during the attack, according to prosecutors. 
Held at Cook County Jail, Viramontes and 
Cruz each face 25 felony counts, including 
attempted murder and armed robbery. No 
trial date has been set. 


ized for months, she initially made small but 
steady steps toward recovery. Injuly 2010, when 
she left Chicago by air ambulance, she had be- 
gun to eat again, walk with assistance and speak 
a tew words, family members say. 

But in Northern Ireland, a surgery to re- 
place a section of her skull resulted in a serious 
infection. Then came a bout of seizures, fol- 
lowed by fluid building up around her brain. 
She regressed quickly, and soon she could no 
longer walk or speak. 

The past 12 months have been particularly 
difficult, family members say. In the summer, 
McShane underwent surgery to insert a metal 
plate in her head. 

And in October, doctors discovered her hip 
was broken; it may have been broken during 
the attack and later reinjured during a seizure, 
her father said. A hip replacement surgery led 
to yet another stay in the hospital, this one 
lasting two months. 

“No speech, no walking, the hip broken, in 
the hospital and laid up on medication,” Liam 
McShane said. “It’s very hard to watch her like 
that.”

Theater, neighbors clash 


ByMickSwasko i redeye 
A city attorney on Tuesday told represen- 
tatives of the Congress Theater in Logan 
Square that they need to improve security 
work to soundproof the venue and make 
other changes in the first of at least two more 
hearings on the venue. 

Congress attorney Homero Tristan spoke 
on behalf of the venue, which has been at 
the center of a long debate between neigh- 
bors who say it has caused problems in the 
area and others who say it has been unfairly 
targeted. He said the venue has installed ad- 
ditional lighting and surveillance cameras at 
the venue. 

The City Hall hearing included Aid. Proco 
Joe Moreno (ist), members of the communi- 
ty police and representatives from the city’s 
Business Affairs and Consumer Protection 
department. Though Moreno and theater 


representatives have held informal meetings 
on the issues, the nuisance hearing is an of- 
ficial step taken in the process, which even- 
tually can lead to fines, license revocation or 
temporary closure. Moreno stressed that’s 
not something he wants to see. 

“The goal is to help the Congress to be- 
come a better theater, not to shut them 
down,” he said at the hearing. 

Neighbors around the Milwaukee Avenue 
theater expressed concerns about rowdy in- 
toxicated crowds, litter and noise issues that 
come from inside the venue. Others, how- 
ever, stood up to speak in support of the the- 
ater, saying other nightclubs in the area create 
similar problems. 

“It seems like it’s turning into a witch 
hunt,” said Simon Lamb, who lives in the 
Congress building. “If you don’t like it, maybe 
it’s time to move.” 


But Johnny Elias, who has lived about a 
block away from the theater for 35 years, 
said the theater has given a “half-hearted” 
response to members of the community that 
have raised concerns. 

“When the neighbors speak up, there 
seems to be this backlash,” he said, adding 
that noise, garbage and drunk minors have 
been a problem in the past. 

More than 120 calls for service have been 
made from the area around the theater in 
the past 14 months, police said. Those have 
resulted in 36 reports including theft, battery 
and drug possession. A high-profile sexual as- 
sault also occurred near the theater on New 
Tear’s Eve last year and led to charges against 
three teenagers. A second hearing will occur 
in June to review the progress the theater has 
made.

They 
want to know, “What’s up with the com- 
puters? What’s up with Gordon’s rig? Is it 
electronic? Is this a real band?” And this was 
just kind of our statement. It was like, “Here 
it is. This is where we’re at right now” 

Considering the style of music you make, 
how would you rate your abilities as dancers? 
Gavin: {Laughs.} As dancers? Dan is the best 
dancer in the band. I kind of just scramble 
around up there. 

Dan Brunelle: Gordon has some pretty nifty 
DJ hand moves. 

Gordon Bramli: Yeah, I’ve got the Swedish 
Mafia 101 look. {Laughs.} We’re terrible danc- 
ers all around, I think. 

Gavin: That’s kind of why you became a DJ, 
right? Because you can’t dance. 

Most of you come from more rock-oriented 
backgrounds. What inspired you to pursue 
an electronic sound with this band? 

Brunelle: I’ve been into electronic music 
since I was a little kid, like, I used the MTV 
Music Generator on PlayStation when I was

11 years old. Gordon is the same way I guess 
it was something ... where I never saw those 
two things aligning. There was the stuff I did 
on my laptop and then the stuff I did with 
a live band. Then somewhere between all 
the geeky YouTube gear-demo videos and 
Justice and LCD Soundsystem, live electron- 
ics started to become really interesting. I 
think we saw potential for a laptop-oriented 
performance to come across in that same 
visceral way a rock band does. 

Is it true Gemini Club shows are like snow- 
flakes, in that no two are completely alike? 
Brunelle: Yes, there’s a lot of room for ex- 
perimentation and improvisation. The main 
thing we want to get across is nothing is auto- 
matic. We want to make sure that absolutely 
everything is happening in real time. 

Gavin: That’s why we turn our keyboards out- 
wards. If you go to the show the keyboards 
are angled out towards the audience, so if 
Gordon launches a clip everybody sees it. 

We want people to know it’s a very high-risk 
scenario we put ourselves in. 

You put out a single called “Ghost.” Have 
any of you ever had an encounter with the 
paranormal? 

Gavin: {Laughs.} Once when I was a kid I 
thought I saw a ghost in the hallway 
Brunelle: I have a ghost story 
Gavin: You do? 

Brunelle: This is when I was a kid in high 
school. I was up in my room— probably 
playing video games— and I heard a clatter 
downstairs. So I go running down there and 
a can of wood stain that was up on this very 
high shelf had somehow fallen off and it 
was just everywhere in the room. It looked 
like someone had pulled it off the shelf and 
shaken it all around. It was on the ceiling and 
the floors and every wall. To this day I have 
no clue what the hell happened. My parents 
thought I did it, and I had to explain to them 
it was a ghost. {Laughs.}

ALBUM REVIEW

REDEYE SOUND BOARD 
For 22 years Spiritual- 
ized frontman Jason 
Pierce, aka J Spaceman, 
has been “taking drugs 
to make music to take 
drugs to.” It’s a creative 
process that almost 
killed him. 

“My liver was gone,” 
Pierce recently revealed 
in an interview with The 
Guardian. 

So after making seven Spiritualized albums 
in a mind-altered state, the space rocker set 
off to create a new album with the help of new 
drugs— liver-repairing drugs. The result? His 
best album since the 1997 masterpiece “Ladies 
and Gentlemen We Are Floating In Space.” 

Pierce has created a mesmerizing collec- 
tion of songs about everything that matters to 
a rock ’n’ roller— love, death, God, girls— and 
gives them his signature Spiritualized treat- 
ment, weaving psychedelia, blues and gospel 
into a perfectly chaotic mixture. The album’s 
final track, “So Long You Pretty Thing,” hits 
on all of these recurring themes, building into 
sweet 7-minute symphonic crescendo that

Hold the barley 

Goose Island brewpubs try gluten-free beer

Chicago’s Goose Island Clybourn has 
jumped on the gluten-free bandwagon, 
adding a beer called Queen-OA to the 
lineup at the Wrigleyville and Clybourn 
brewpubs. 

The beer is made using red and white 
quinoa rather than the malted barley 
traditionally used in brewing. 

“It’s been something I’ve been working 
on for the last year,” said Jared Rouben, 
the pub’s brewmaster. “There’s a really big 
gluten-free community here in Chicago 
and with such a big beer revolution that’s 
going on here right now, there’s no reason 
that people that are gluten-free can’t be a 
part of it and enjoy it.” 

Many gluten-free brews are made 
with rice, honey, buckwheat or millet, j 
but when Rouben made a research i 

trip to Binny’s and sampled the m 

gluten-free beers on hand, he wasn’t M 

impressed. tm 

“What I saw with quinoa is it was 
a grain I love to consume, it’s full of 
protein and with the mixed colors, it V 
came out a very nice rose,” Rouben Bn 
said. “It’s very effervescent, spritzy ... \ 

It’s almost champagne-esque.” V 

Rouben ended up making a beer 
brewed with cranberries, orange peel 
and grapefruit along with the quinoa. 

The result is a brew that hits the glass 
a shade similar to pink lemonade with 
a strong citrus smell. The bite from the 
grapefruit is immediate and people who 
aren’t fans of the fruit may be turned off 
by the sour, bitter bite at the finish. The 
Queen-OA is incredibly light and fizzy— 
like a one-step shandy 

“The gluten-free community has been 
really supportive,” said Rouben, who 
learned he’d have to use separate draft 
lines and tubes to fill growlers to keep the 
gluten-free beer free of contamination. 

Queen-OA sells for $6 a glass or $20 per 
growler. Rouben plans to keep it on tap at 
the brewpub (1800 N. Clybourn Ave. 312- 
915- 0071) all summer, and it’s also available 
at Goose Island’s Wrigleyville brewpub 
(3535 N. Clark St. 773-832-9040). 

While Queen-OA is made gluten- free, 
the pub is still in the process of gaining 
gluten-free certification for the beer.
